On March 17th, you wrote this station under your file 
number CI-122 enclosing a question-aire which requested 
certain information on the efficiency of radio broadcasting 
stations occupying regional channels, and to secure definite 
interference data. 

In order to secure as definite information as possible for 
this question-aire, KOMO undertook a survey for its recep¬ 
tion within a one hundred-and-twenty mile area of the trans¬ 
mitter. Special questionnaires w’ere prepared and sent to 
one hundred-and-fifty radio dealers in this area. A copy of 
the questionnaire and accompanying letter is attached. 

You will note that the dealers were asked whether they 
considered KOMO’s reception satisfactory before six P. M. 
and after six P. M. Also they were asked to describe con¬ 
ditions of interference, such as a hetrodyne whistle, cross 
talk, or fading, and at what daytime, early evening, or late 
evening, the interference was most prevalent. 

In writing to radio dealers, it was felt that each dealer 
would represent the opinion of a large number of listeners 
and would give! us a graphic picture of reception condi¬ 
tions in his territorv, also that these observations would 
be based on tests made with up-to-date sets. The names 
of the radio dealers in Washington were secured from the 
Radio and Music Trades Association of Seattle which had 
prepared a complete catalogue of all radio dealers in the 
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State of Washington. The names of radio dealers in Vic¬ 
toria, B. C., and Vancouver, B. C., were secured from the 
advertising columns of publications in the two bommunities. 

Of the questionnaires sent out, thirty-one went to radio 
dealers in Seattle, eleven to dealers in Tacoma, Washing¬ 
ton, ninety-eight to radio dealers in smaller communities 
in western Washington, and ten questionnaires to dealers 
in British Columbia, namely six to Vancouver; British Co¬ 
lumbia, and four to Victoria, British Columbia!. Eighty of 
the one hundred-and-fifty questionnaires webe returned; 
nine from Seattle, seven from Tacoma, 56 fpom smaller 
communities in western Washington, four fr^rn Victoria, 
British Columbia, and six from Vancouver, British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

The one-hundred-and-fifty questionnaires wefe mailed on 
March 22nd, 1930. In order to facilitate the preparation 
of the report to the Federal Radio Commission, returned 
questionnaires received up to noon, March 2b, 1930, are 
included in the report. Up to the time of closing the report, 
80 questionnaires, or 53%, had been returned. Undoubtedly 
other questionnaires will be received, but so adequately 
does the eighty questionnaires cover the territory from 
which the information was desired, that additional reports 
are not expected to change the picture based on eighty re¬

Owing to the fact that no provision had been }nade in the 
questionnaire for identification upon its retur^i, the post 
marks from the returned envelopes were clipped and pasted 
on each returned questionnaire, thereby identifying the 
community from which the return came. 

2202 In order to secure a graphic picture of the condi¬ 
tions of reception surrounding KOMO, a! chart was 
prepared, copy attached, in which the information from 
each of the returned questionnaires is plotted ini relation to 
the air line distance and nearest compass direction from 
KOMO’s transmitter. This chart illustrates the following 
points: 

1. KOMO’s average range of satisfactory daytime (be¬ 
fore six F. M.) reception is approximately seventy miles. 
This area is not concentric but eliptical, reaching a maxi¬ 
mum of 140 miles in the northward direction, and limited to 
25 miles eastward. 
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2. KOMO’s average range of satisfactory evening recep¬ 
tion is approximately nineteen and one-half miles, reach¬ 
ing a maximum point of satisfactory reception 25 miles to 
the south. 

3. To the north a heterodyne whistle on KOMO’s fre¬ 
quency is general, beginning just beyond the north city 
limits of Seattle, nine miles from the transmitter. 

4. To the south, reports indicate cross talk on 920 kilo¬ 
cycles more general than het-rodyne whi-tles. 

5. A few conditions of local interference are reported, 
namely: 

a. Occasional in Vancouver, when CJOR, Vancouver, 
operates on 890 kilocycles. 

b. Interference from KJR on 970 kilocycles in the area 
immediatelv north of Seattle, and close to KJR’s trans- 
mitter. 

c. In Tacoma, there were some reports of interference 
from KOMO, Tacoma, operating on 860 kilocycles. 

An attempt was made in the questionnaire to receive 
information that would identify the interfering stations. 
In the opinion of nine radio dealers scattered in various 
directions from Seattle, the station causing interference 
in the evening is KOIN, Portland, operating on 940 kilo¬ 
cycles. Four dealers are of the opinion that the interfer¬ 
ing station is on the same frequency as KOMO, KFEL or 
KFXF, Denver, KPRC, Houston, Texas, or WWJ, Detroit. 
Two of the reports positively identified KPRC as causing 
cross talk. Other stations suggested by dealers as in their 
opinion causing interference with KOMO are KFWI, Oak¬ 
land, California, on 910 kilocycles, and KHJ, Los Angeles, 
California, on 900 kilocycles. 

In order to determine the area of good reception sur¬ 
rounding KOMO in the daytime before 6:00 P. M., and in 
the evening, after 6:00 P. M., an average was computed 
from the maximum distances of good reception in the vari¬ 
ous directions, using a point midway between the most re¬ 
mote point reporting good reception and the nearest point 
of unsatisfactory reception in each direction making allow¬ 
ance for reports of conditions that are purely local in 
nature. On this basis the average radius of favorable day¬ 
time reception for KOMO is seventy miles and in the eve¬ 
ning nineteen and one-half miles from KOMO’s transmitter. 

Referring to the chart, you will notice the preponderance 
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of reports along the north-south axis as compared to the 
east-west axis. This is the result of geographical condi¬ 
tions, the Cascade Mountain range lies fifty miles east and 
the Pacific Ocean ninety miles west of Seattle. Both geo¬ 
graphical factors parallel the North-South axis.' The popu¬ 
lation centers of Puget Sound are also scattered along the 
general North-South axis. j
